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In the fall of 1892 Dr. Richard J. Gatling, famous inventor 
of the Gatling Gan, and a group of men organized the Gatling 
Ordinance Company of New York city.

They aleo were aware of the strong ties 
a farmer has to his land. With this in mind rather than approach

The lake commerce, that most potent fac- 
tor in Mr, Wilkeson’s vision, is fulfilling the 
wildest prophecies. In 1900 it exceeded, three 
times over, the combined foreign, colonial 
and coastwise tonnage entering Liverpool 
and London. In too2, the tonnage entenng 
Buffalo harhor was more than half as large 
as that of Liverpool in the same year.

If C s will ap- 
propriate a sum one million dollars less than 
it gave torthé World's Fair at Se. Louis, 
forty miles of dock fromtage along a deep- 
water channel can be secured, from Erie 
Basin, Buffalo, down the Niagata River past 
Tonawanda. Next in importance to this is a 
bridge or tunnel to Grand Islaid, which is 
absolutely imperative, Nearly the whole cir- 
cumference of that island is available for 
docks, and would then afford. ideal factory 
sites. Both these improvements are believed 
to be actually in sight. 


Greatest flour Milling City. 


Mr. Wilkeson said: “Buffalo inevitably 
will beenme the greatest milling city on 
earth.” Is that prophecy also coming true? 
Yes. Itis. The year just past saw 

barrels of flour ground in Buffalo and her 
suburbs. And some of the mills reimsed to 
their business. Only three clics on 
the Western hemisphere surpass Buffalo as 
a milling _— She is the largest flour depot 
ia the world, recetving last year, by lake, and 
distributing G,r6ops barrels.

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Chapter 1: Biography 


George Milroy Bailey was born on October 8, 
1862 in Ogdensburg, St. Lawrence County, New 
York. His father, Roswell Conant Bailey, was a 
millwright and carpenter, and later a canal boat 
builder. 


Sometime after George was born, his family 
migrated from Ogdensburg to Lockport in 
Niagara County where he appeared on the 1865 
New York state census. The 1870 federal census 
showed him “at school” in Lockport. He also 
appeared on the 1875 state census at Lockport 
but has not been found on the 1880 federal 
census, 


According to family tradition, George Bailey ran 
away from home when he was fourteen years old 
to New York City where he became a printer's 
devil and went to night school in the Battery. 
This would have been about 1876. Other sources 
state that he began to learn the printer's trade in 
and did not go to New York City until 
1879. In 1880, during a visit to his parents in 
Lockport, an item in the local paper said that he 
was “formerly an employee of the Union 
Printing Company, but now in the employ of the 
Rockaway Beach Improvement Company.” 


He apparently attended West Point at some time 
during 1881 or 1882 but did not graduate, His 

“Dreaming,” dated at West Point, October 
22, 1882, is the lament of a soldier far from 
home. 


In 1882, he returned to Lockport and in 
December opened a grocery store in the front of 
his parents’ home at 238 Church Street. This 
project didn’t last long and by December 1883, 
he was in Buffalo where he was “to learn 
newspaper reporting on the [Buffalo] Moming 
Express.” This job lasted until about December 
1884 when he bought the local paper in Silver 
Creek, Chautauqua County, New York. 


He operated the Silver Creek paper for about a 
year “but there was not enough money in it to 
satisfy him" and so sold it, returning to New 
York in December 1885 as a reporter for the 
New York Star, Here, “he reported the famous 
“boodle alderman’ trials...and did important 
work at police headquarters with Inspector 


Byrnes.” By the following year, he was working 
for the New York Herald. 


He returned to Silver Creek where he married his 
first wife, Evelyn Fairchild, on March 8, 1836 at 
Silver Creek in Chautauqua County, New York. 
She died a year later of heart disease on March 
14, 1887, soon after giving birth to a daughter, 
The daughter, Faith Fairchild Bailey, died at 
about the same time at about three months of 
age. 


After the death of his first wife in 1887, he 
retumed to Buffalo as assistant city editor of the 
Buffalo Express. In 1888, he “took charge of the 
press department” for the Buffalo Exposition. 


During his stay in Buffalo, his younger sister, 
Florence Genevieve Bailey came to stay with 
him. After the death of their father in 1884, she 
spent one year living with each of her uncles. 
While in Buffalo, according to family tradition, 
she studied massage under the doctor who later 
treated William McKinley when he was shot. 


In November 1888, he took charge of the U.S. 
exhibits at the Paris Exposition of 1889 where he 
spent 6 months “during which he sent a 
syndicate news letter weekly to fourteen leading 
American journals.” After the clase of the 
exposition, he traveled throughout Europe, 
sending letters back to the Buffalo Express. 


During this stay in Buffalo, he began to deal in 
real estate, culminating with the Gatling project 
of 1893, following which he left Buffalo. 


George married second, Olivia Pinney Ball of 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1888 at the home of 
her mother in Corfu, Genesee County, New 
York. Their only child, daughter Pauline Bailey, 
was born three years later in 1891. Olivia P. Ball 
was a missionary to the Seneca Indians from the 
Presbyterian board of foreign missions. 


While he was in Buffalo, he was a trustee of the 
West Avenue Presbyterian Church of Buffalo 
and was publisher of a monthly paper called the 
“Buffalo Presbyterian News,” the official organ 
of forty-three churches in western New York. He 
also became publisher of the Buffalo Real Estate 
News in 1890 at 7 Hutchinson Building, Buffalo, 
Erie County, New York. He resided in 1890 at 
West Seneca, Erie County, New York. He was 
author of "Illustrated Buffalo: The Queen City of 


the Lakes” in 1890 at Buffalo, Erie County, New 
York. 


After leaving Buffalo in 1893, George Bailey 
traveled extensively. He apparently maintained a 
home in Swarthmore, Pennsylvania where wife 
Olivia and daughter Pauline lived, but letters 
from him were received from Portland, Oregon, 
Philadelphia, and New York City. 


He appeared on the census of 1900 at 31 West 
32nd Street, New York, New York County 
(Manhattan), New York. He was a broker in 
1900 at 31 West 32™ Street, New York, New 
York County (Manhattan), New York. 


He was Real Estate office in 1910 at 315 
Lafayette Avenue, Swarthmore, Delaware 
County, Pennsylvania. He appeared on the 
census of 1910 at 315 Lafayette Avenue, 
Swarthmore, Delaware County, Pennsylvania. 
He resided on 17 Feb 1914 at Swarthmore, 
Delaware County, Pennsylvania. 


He seems to have visited Europe more than once 
also. He arrived in New York on the SS 
Campania from Liverpool on 17 Feb 1914 at 
New York, New York. 


According to family tradition, George Bailey 
“went west” with his secretary, Ottilla Stribling 
and his daughter Pauline. However some 
evidence shows that Pauline remained with her 
mother Olivia in Swarthmore, Pennsylvania. He 
reportedly also had a child by Ottilla but no 
evidence has been found to support this. Ottilla 
was 28 years younger than George, born in 
Oregon in 1890, the daughter of Russian 
immigrants, She may also have been an orphan. 


He resided circa 1918 at Seattle, King County, 
Washington. 


The 1920 census shows George M. Bailey age 
57 years, and wife Ottilla Bailey age 29 years, 
living at 1876 Bellevue Avenue, Seattle, King 
County, Washington, He was an investment 
banker. Pauline and Olivia appear in the same 
census in Swarthmore, Pennsylvania. If George 
and Ontilla had a child, it was likely not born 
until after the January 2 date of the 1920 census, 
and possibly not until after George's death two 
months later. 


He resided on 6 Mar 1920 at 1816 Bellevue 
Avenue, Seattle, King County, Washington. He

was a banker, president of Discount Corp on 6

George Bailey died on March 6, 1920 at Swedish 
Hospital, Seattle, King County, Washington, at 
age 57. He was buried on March 10, 1920 at 
Lake View Cemetery, Seattle, King County, 
Washington 
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Chapter 2: The Gatling Land Boom 


On Saturday, June 3rd, 1893, Dr. Richard J. 
Gatling, the inventor of the Gatling machine gun, 
laid the comerstone of the great Gatling Steel 
Plant beside Eighteenmile Creek in the Town of 
Hamburg. The new plant was to employ a 
thousand men in the production of heavy steel 
guns using a new casting process invented by Dr. 
Gatling. Surrounding the plant site were the 
neatly laid out streets and numbered lots of the 
future mode! industrial city of Gatling, New 
York. Over three thousand people attending the 
dedication ceremonies listened as Dr. Gatling 
predicted that the city of Buffalo would reach a 
population of one million and Gatling would 
become a thriving manufacturing suburb that 
could avail itself of the great electric power from 
Niagara Falls, 


A few months earlier, in November 1892, 
George M. Bailey, a former reporter and city 
editor for the Buffalo Express, and a group of 
New York City investors organized the Gatling 
Ordnance Company, The company was to 
manufacture heavy ordnance for coast defense 
and naval purposes. Guns of six to twelve inches 
caliber would be made under patents held by 
Richard Gatling. The Gatling process used a 
method that allowed the guns to be made in one 
casting, rather than put together in sections and 
bound with hoops. 


On November 6, the Board of Directors of the 
Gatling Ordnance Company met in their offices 
at 63 Wall Street in New York City to decide 
upon a location for their steel works. Sites at 
Philadelphia, Duluth and Marion, Indiana, where 
natural gas was to be supplied free of cost, were 
rejected in favor of the site near Idlewood 
Station in the Town of Hamburg, New York. 


Idlewood Station was located just south of Lake 
View where the Pennsylvania Railroad crossed 
the present North Creek Road. According to the 
Buffalo Express, "The site of the proposed town 
is well chosen and commands a fine view of all 
the surrounding country. The town is cut in two 
by Eighteen-mile Creek, a lively, sparkling 
stream which flows through a kind of canyon 
with precipitous sides of solid rock about 100 
feet high. The hamlet of Idlewood can be seen 
nestled among the trees about 2 miles as the 
crow flies, from Gatling, and the natural beauties 


and picturesqueness of Eighteen-mile Creek are 
some of the attractions which make this place so 


popular as a summer resort,” 


Natural beauty wasn't the only reason for 
choosing the Idlewood site. Proximity to the 
Eighteenmile Creek gorge was also cited as one 
of the primary reasons for selecting the Hamburg 
site. In order to cast guns of immense size, it 
would be necessary to build a mold. The one to 
be constructed at Gatling was to be 20 feet in 
diameter and 75 feet deep. The neighboring 
ravine would be connected with the bottom of 
the mold and used as a natural drain, 


The superior rail and water facilities of the site 
were also described. Coal, lumber and Lake 
Superior iron were said to be much cheaper than 
anywhere else where the other necessary 
conditions existed. It was proposed to widen and 
deepen the creek to allow lake traffic to reach the 
plant. Proximity to natural gas was another 
advantage of the Idlewood site. A gas well had 
recently been drilled at Wanakah less than a mile 
away and another was to be started on the 
Gatling Ordnance Company property within 30 
day's, 


Soon after the directors of the Gatling Ordnance 
Company had accepted the site at Idlewood, 
George M. Bailey, who had brought the Gatling 
directors to Buffalo, organized the Gatling Town 
Site Company and set about in secret to purchase 
the land surrounding the site of the steel plant. A 
map was made of the area with the names of 
cach owner and the size of his farm, and Danie! 
Mclntosh, Dr. George Abbott of Hamburg, 
Charles Roberts and N.B. Wood of Angola, John 
Kinney, assessor of the Town of North Evans, 
and Fayette Read, justice of the peace of North 
Evans, were enlisted to negotiate with the 
owners of more than thirty farms. Their 
objective was to secure a solid block of property 
nearly two square miles in area and to purchase it 
at its current farm value. 


By December, contracts had been filed with the 
Erie County Clerk for the purchase of all the land 
between Lake View Road and the Eighteenmile 
Creek gorge on both sides of the current Conrail 
and Norfolk and Western tracks and extending 
eastward toward the Village of Hamburg for a 
distance of three miles. The contracts provided 
for a cash down payment, usually $50, with a 
further payment to be made upon delivery of the 
deed and the balance due by mortgage payable in 
two to five years. Some of the farms were 
purchased for prices as low as $95 an acre. On 


January 7th, George Bailey transferred all the 
land contracts totaling 1,028 acres to the Gatling 
Town Site Company of which he was president, 
in return for 8,000 shares of stock. The total 
amount required to obtain title to all the farms 
would be $160,000 plus interest. The entire 
property had been secured for less than $200 an 
acre, 

After the purchase of the land was completed, 
the engineering firm of Ricker & Wing moved in 
to survey the property, Two teams of surveyors 
and engineers were at work daily in spite of bad 
weather, the men boarding at the hotel in North 
Evans. Maps of the tract as a whole as well as 
cach of the thirty-four farms were made and 
levels taken every five hundred feet. Streets, 
parks and boulevards were laid out. Section one, 
nearest the railroad tracks, was divided into 45 
blocks of 1861 lots, each 33 by 120 feet in size. 
The factory district, including the 20 acre site of 
the Gatling Steel Plant, was located east of the 
railroad tracks between Idlewood Avenue (now 
North Creek Road) and the north bank of the 
Eighteenmile Creek gorge. Another 100 acres 
more were to be reserved for other factorics 
including a shoe factory, a brickyard, a planing 
mill and a stone yard, 

The City of Gatling was to be a mode! industrial 
town. No liquor was to be sold within its limits 
and every deed was to contain a clause 
forbidding forever the sale of liquor on the 
premises. Buyers were promised no taxes for 
two years and "no objectionable industries" were 
to be located within the city. A park was to be 
made from the wood lot of one of the farms. 
Plans were announced for the construction of a 
hotel to be built before spring on the bank of the 
creek between Idlewood Station and North 
Evans, It was to cost $10,000, and be built in 
Gothic style with 30 rooms and have all modern 
conveniences. A lot was donated to the 
Layman's Missionary League of Buffalo for an 
Episcopal chapel, the League having agreed to 
begin holding services as soon as the building 
was ready. Mr. J. D. Bostwick from Simcoe, 
Ontario had bought some lots and erected a few 
cheap houses. The first issue of the Gatling 
Weekly news appeared some time in January, 
published by the Gatling News Company at 473 
William Street in Buffalo. The owner, Mr. 
Work, formerly editor and proprietor of the 
North Tonawanda News intended to move the 
paper to Gatling *.., in due time." 

In January, George M. Bailey and Dr, Gatling 
were in Washington, D. C., where they sought an 
appropriation from Congress to pay the expense 
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of manufacturing two guns for experimental 
purposes. A bill was to be introduced 
appropriating $100,000 for one 10-inch and one 
12-inch rifled, high power steel Gatling gun for 
coast defense. 


An unsuccessful attempt was made to move the 
Gatling Machine Gun Company from Hartford, 
Connecticut to the new site in Lake View. 
George Bailey made several trips to Hartford and 
Gatling Company officers came to Buffalo to 
view the Gatling site. An option on the 
company’s shares was purchased. Buffalonians 
were cautioned not to confuse the two Gatling 
companies, "There is the Gatling Ordnance 
Company; capital stock $1,000,000, makers of 
heavy ordnance structural steel, and heavy 
castings. Their works are now being built at 
Gatling ... there is a Gatling Machine Gun 
Company at Hartford, Connecticut, makers of 
the rapid-firing field guns. We haven't got them 
yet but hope to get them.” 


One investor, Colone! Robert C. Wood of New 
Orleans, who purchased an interest in the Gatling 
Ordnance Company, also bought six lots on the 
main boulevard when he visited the site in 
February. It was reported that he gave one of the 
lots to his aunt, Mrs. Jefferson Davis, and 
another to her daughter, Mrs. Hayes of Colorado 
Springs. They all planned to build cottages in 
the summer and Colonel Wood believed that 
Mrs. Davis" home there would make Gatling a 
popular place for prominent Southern families 
"who were getting tired of Newport and other 
expensive fashionable watering places, and 
would like a home near the shores of one of the 
Northern lakes.” 


On April 3rd, 1893, work was begun on the 
Great Gatling Steel Plant. The excavation of a 
large pit, to be used for the casting of heavy guns 
was begun. A railroad siding running east for a 
half-mile through the factory district was built. 
Construction of the main furnace building was to 
begin “as soon as the materials were laid upon 
the ground.” 


In May 1893, one of the largest promotional 
campaigns in Buffalo's history was begun, All 
the Buffalo papers were carrying advertisements 
for Gatling. A Gatling machine gun was on 
display in the city. Lots were being sold from 
the Gatling Town Site Company offices at 24 
Erie Street “on easy payments to responsible 
people, at prices from $250 to $750 each, less 25 
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per cent reduction." They were also selling stock 
in the Gatling Town Site Company at $100 per 
share. 


Near the end of May, the newspaper 
advertisements began trumpeting announcements 
of a free excursion to the June 3rd dedication 
ceremonies at Gatling; "ONLY NINE DAYS 
MORE!", "ONE WEEK MORE!", "NEXT 
SATURDAY - DON'T FORGET", “TO - 
MORROW!", "... make arrangements to attend 
the Dedication Ceremonies at Gatling, formerly 
Idlewood Station. You can do it without 
expense. All nature is at her loveliest. The 
country is full of wild flowers. The air is pure 
and laden with the fragrance of many orchards in 
bloom. Gatling is Buffalo's most beautiful 
suburb, 8 miles southwest from Buffalo on the 
three great trunk lines of railroad. You can live 
at Gatling and work in Buffalo, You can live at 
Gatling and work at Gatling. There is every 
convenience now at Gatling, Telegraph, 
telephone, express messenger service, frequent 
trains, beautiful drives along the shore of Lake 
Erie, pure air, pure water, perfect drainage. Lots 
sold on weekly or monthly payments.” 


The Buffalo Express was particularly vocal in 
expressing support for Gatling, "... it is not the 
intention of the Company to push the sale of 
these lots by excursions or flaming 
advertisements ... nothing will be boomed. 
Nothing will be exaggerated or mi 

no Sunday excursions will ever be run,” The Erie 
County Independent, a Hamburg newspaper, was 
a little more skeptical, *,.. we are down on all 
this system of booming ... remember that certain 
classes of boomers are schemers, Let our readers 
be wise and act accordingly." 


On Saturday, June 3rd, 1893, the dedication 
ceremonies were held at Gatling. Over 3,000 
free tickets had been distributed at the Gatling 
Town Site Company offices at 24 Erie Street in 
Buffalo. A special train left the Central Depot 
on Exchange Street at 10 A.M. with ten cars 
crowded with people. The train was run out on 
the new siding which extended across the 
Gatling site. Visitors witnessed the firing of 500 
rounds of blank cartridges from the Gatling gun 
which had been on display in Buffalo for several 
weeks previously. The shoe factory of the 
Lehman Company, employing 50 men, was to 
have been in operation that day but apparently 
never did open even though the machinery had 
been installed. 


Another inventor, Captain Lina Beecher, was 
selling stock in his newly formed Beecher 
Single-rail Company. His company was to 
manufacture and sell a new type of street car or 
railway coach which was designed to run on one 
rail. He had a wire strung across the Eighteen 
Mile Creek gorge with a small sample car on it, 


At 11 A.M. George Bailey introduced Dr. 
Gatling, the inventor of the Gatling machine gun, 
who gave a short address. The corner-stone of 
the main furnace building was then laid. It 
contained a copper box in which were copies of 
the previous day's Buffalo papers, a list of the 
officers and stockholders of the Gatling 
Ordnance Company, some coins, a steel 
engraving of Dr. Gatling and a printed biography 
of his life, and a list of officials of the state, 
county and city governments. 


A large tent had been set up midway between 
Lake View and Idlewood and a free lunch of 
sandwiches, crackers, cheese, hot coffee and 
lemonade was served at noon to about three 
thousand people by a caterer from New York 
City. Music was provided by the Buffalo Cornet 
Band. Shortly after lunch, Jere Johnson Jr., a 
real estate auctioneer from New York City and 
president of the Brooklyn Real Estate Exchange, 
climbed up into a carriage and opened the sale. 
The first lot was sold for $250, The carriage was 
then rolled forward to the next lot where the 
bidding continued. The bids came quickly and 
over 30 lots were sold in an hour and a half at an 
average price of $215 per lot or almost $2400 an 
acre for farmland that had been purchased for as 
little as $95 an acre only six months before. At 
two-thirty in the afternoon, the crowd was 
greatly enlarged by the arrival of a second train 
from Buffalo, By 6 o'clock, about 175 lots had 
been sold. 


The retum train to Buffalo comprised 18 well- 
filled coaches and was said to be the longest 
passenger train ever to arrive in the city. The 
next day, the Buffalo Express said "The Town of 
Gatling has been placed before the public in al! 
the glory of electric-lights and mechanical 
effects and those interested say the boom will 
never die." The Eric County Independent merely 
wished "... success to all honest, meritorious 
enterprises.” 


After opening day, all the excitement quickly 
died out, By the end of June, rumors had started 
that the Gatling Ordnance Company was in 
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financial trouble, Little or no payments were one of the streets laid out by the surveyors 
made on the land contracts and many of the during the winter of 1893, is still in use today, 
farms remained uncultivated during the season, 

the farmers not knowing whether they owned 

them or not. Stock in the Gatling Town Site 

Company soon became worthless, In August, it 

was reported that Walter G. Hopkins had 

obtained a judgment against George Bailey in 

Superior Court. The Sheriff was instructed to 

attach sufficient of Bailey's property to satisfy 

the judgment, but reported that "he had been 

unable to find any real or personal property to 

attach.” 


By September, there had been litthe change at 
Gatling. The shoe factory and the railroad 
switch were sold at a sheriff's sale, leaving 
nothing to mark the site of the city of Gatling 
except the casting pit and a granary used 
occasionally as an office, In December, the 
Industrial Land Company, successor to the 
Gatling Town Site Company, began buying up 
old claims for land and labor. They promised to 
go slower and on a more solid footing and 
encouraging results were promised for the 
following season. 


The Gatling land boom left a bitter memory with 
Buffalonians for many years. Today, however, 
few remember and little evidence remains, The 
train station at Gatling, which soon reverted to 
its previous name of Idlewood, no longer exists. 
The shoe factory building soon after was sold to 
George Heath of North Evans who tore it down 
and used the lumber to make a house for his 
berry pickers. Later, he tore that building down 
and used the lumber again for an addition to his 
home. 


In 1895, one section of the property was sold to 
the Queen City Cycle Company which built and 
operated a large bicycle factory until early in the 
next century when the cycling craze died out. 
Most of the property eventually reverted to its 
original owners after they returned the deposit 
that they had been paid. George Bailey, the 
Gatling Town Site Company and the Industrial 
Land Company did not completely divest 
themselves of their interest in all the property 
until 1900. 


The great pit for cooling the huge castings could 
be seen until 1942 when the Pennsylvania 
Railroad removed all the soil around it for fill 
during the construction of the new railroad 
bridge over Eighteenmile Creek. Burke Road,

CAUGHT ON THE FLY. 


Two “Express” Reporters Catch a 
Palling Printer on Their Backs. 
All Badly Hurt. 


Reporters Chamberlain and Bailey of the Express came near 
being killed this morning. At 3 o'clock they left the building 
on their way home from work. They heard a scream, a crash of 
windows, followed by a blow on the back of their necks which 
crushed Bailey's hat and knocked him sprawling. When they 
recovered from the shock they found a man lying on the 
sidewalk. Investigation showed that the man was a printer named 
Murphy who had been on a "booze" and gone to sleep on the 
windowsill of the second floor. He woke up about this time, 
kicked about and fell out of the window. Had he not fallen on 
the reporters he would undoubtedly have been killed on the 
flags below. As it was he nearly killed the reporters. They 
summoned an ambulance and took him to the Emergency hospital in 
unconscious condition. To-day they walk about with stiff necks. 

At 1 o'clock this afternoon it was reported at the Emergency 
hospital that Murphy had regained consciousness. The doctor 
stated that he had not determined definitely whether the skull 
was fractured or not, and was not prepared to say that the 
injuries would not prove fatal. Falling on the reporters, he 
said, just saved him.

BAILEY, George Milroy, journalist and capitalist, was born 
in Ogdensburgh, N.Y., Oct. 8, 1862, son of Roswell C. Bailey, a 
descendant of the Puritan, Joseph Bailey, who died in Scituate, 
Mass., in 1701. The son was educated at the common schools of 
Lockport, N.Y., started to learn the printer's trade in 1876, 
and in 1879 went to New York city, where he worked at his trade 
for three years. In 1883 he enlisted as a private in the 
engineers" battalion at West Point, and at the same time taught 
soldiers in the night school, besides doing extra duty as 
printer at Gen. Howard's headquarters. He left the military 
service, however, in a few months and embarked on a newspaper 
career which, by this time, he conceived to be his vocation.

"Star," and later joined that of the “Herald.” In 1886 he 
removed to Buffalo and became assistant city editor of the 
"Morning Express." While occupying this important post Mr. 
Bailey conceived the idea of representing a syndicate of 
American newspapers as correspondent at the approaching Paris 
exposition. His enterprise and energy were such that he 
finally made satisfactory arrangements with fourteen leading 
journals, sailed for France in 1889, and remained in Paris 
until the close of the exposition, his letters meanwhile 
enlisting a widespread interest on account of their brilliant 
descriptive power and graceful style. Returning to the United 
States in 1890, Mr. Bailey became strongly impressed with the 
phenomenal growth of some of the lesser American cities, and 
being especially interested in Buffalo, he decided to make a 
careful investigation into the causes of that city’s splendid 
development. As a result, within a short time he published 
"Ten Years in Buffalo," which first appeared in the newspapers, 
and subsequently was produced in pamphlet form, reaching a sale 
of over 500,000. Since then he has written additional 
articles, all bearing more or less upon the same subject. As a 
direct result of the extensive circulation of these expositions 
of Buffalo's resource, the city's manufacturing and investment 
interests have been largely benefited. Mr. Bailey himself has 
been an influential factor in the formation of numerous joint- 
stock companies, having organized eleven during the period from 
1890 to 1894 with an aggregate capital of $2,000,000. He is 
president of the Bailey investment company, of the Buffalo- 
Marion land company, and of the Niagara Falls tunnel land 
company; vice-president of the Hudor lithia company, of the 
J.J. George furniture company, and of the Buffalo-Depew land 
company; secretary of the Oatman produce company, and of the 
Depew terminal land company. He is also a director in the 
Gatling ordnance company of New York city, the Art tile soda 
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fountain company, the Lehman shoe company, and the Richardson 
brick company; is a member of the Buffalo real estate exchange, 
and was the founder of the suburb of Gatling, eight miles from 
Buffalo. Mr. Bailey was married to Olivia P. Boll of Cleveland, 
O., formerly a missionary to the Seneca Indians from the 
Presbyterian board of foreign missions. He is a trustee of the 
West avenue Presbyterian church of Buffalo, and publishes a 
successful monthly paper, entitled the "Buffalo Presbyterian 
News," which is the official organ of forty-three churches in 
western New York.

ANATOMY OF A LAND BOOM 
GATLING, NEW YORK 1893

On Saturday, June 3rd, 1893, Dr. Richard J. Gatling, the inventor of the Gatling 
machine gun, laid the cornerstone of the great Gatling Steel Plant beside Eighteenmile 
Creek in the Town of Hamburg. The new plant was to employ a thousand men in the 
production of heavy steel guns using a new casting process invented by Dr. Gatling. 
Surrounding the plant site were the neatly laid out streets and numbered lots of the future 
model industrial city of Gatling, New York. Over three thousand people attending the 
dedication ceremonies listened as Dr. Gatling predicted that the city of Buffalo would 
reach a population of one million and Gatling would become a thriving manufacturing 
suburb that could avail itself of the great electric power from Niagara Falls.

A few months earlier, in November 1892, George M. Bailey, a former reporter and 


Andrle-2 


city editor for the Buffalo Express, and a group of New York City investors organized the 
Gatling Ordnance Company. The company was to manufacture heavy ordnance for coast 
defense and naval purposes. Guns of six to twelve inches caliber would be made under 
patents held by Richard Gatling. The Gatling process used a method that allowed the guns to 
be made in one casting, rather than put together in sections and bound with hoops. 

On November 6, the Board of Directors of the Gatling Ordnance Company met in 
their offices at 63 Wall Street in New York City to decide upon a location for their steel 
works. Sites at Philadelphia, Duluth and Marion, Indiana, where natural gas was to be 
supplied free of cost, were rejected in favor of the site near Idlewood Station in the Town of 
Hamburg, New York. 

Idlewood Station was located just south of Lake View where the Pennsylvania 
Railroad crossed the present North Creek Road. According to the Buffalo Express, "The site 
of the proposed town is well chosen and commands a fine view of all the surrounding 
country, The town is cut in two by Eighteen-mile Creek, a lively, sparkling stream which 
flows through a kind of canyon with precipitous sides of solid rock about 100 feet high. The 
hamlet of Idlewood can be seen nestled among the trees about 2 miles as the crow flies, from 
Gatling, and the natural beauties and picturesqueness of Eighteen-mile Creck are some of the 
attractions which make this place so popular as a summer resort.” 

Natural beauty wasn't the only reason for choosing the Idlewood site. Proximity to 


the Eighteenmile Creek gorge was also cited as one of the primary reasons for selecting the 
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Hamburg site. In order to cast guns of immense size, it would be necessary to build a mold. 
The one to be constructed at Gatling was to be 20 feet in diameter and 75 feet deep. The 
neighboring ravine would be connected with the bottom of the mold and used as a natural 
drain. 

The superior rail and water facilities of the site were also described. Coal, lumber 
and Lake Superior iron were said to be much cheaper than anywhere else where the other 
necessary conditions existed. It was proposed to widen and deepen the creek to allow lake 
traffic to reach the plant. Proximity to natural gas was another advantage of the Idlewood 
site. A gas well had recently been drilled at Wanakah less than a mile away and another was 
to be started on the Gatling Ordnance Company property within 30 days. 

000 

Soon after the directors of the Gatling Ordnance Company had accepted the site at 
Idlewood, George M. Bailey, who had brought the Gatling directors to Buffalo, organized the 
Gatling Town Site Company and set about in secret to purchase the land surrounding the site 
of the steel plant. A map was made of the area with the names of each owner and the size of 
his farm, and Daniel McIntosh, Dr. George Abbott of Hamburg, Charles Roberts and NB. 
Wood of Angola, John Kinney, assessor of the Town of North Evans, and Fayette Read, 
justice of the peace of North Evans, were enlisted to negotiate with the owners of more than 
thirty farms. Their objective was to secure a solid block of property nearly two square miles 


in area and to purchase it at its current farm value. 
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By December, contracts had been filed with the Erie County Clerk for the purchase 
of all the land between Lake View Road and the Eightcenmile Creek gorge on both sides of 
the current Conrail and Norfolk and Western tracks and extending eastward toward the 
Village of Hamburg for a distance of three miles. The contracts provided for a cash down 
payment, usually $50, with a further payment to be made upon delivery of the deed and the 
balance due by mortgage payable in two to five years. Some of the farms were purchased for 
prices as low as $95 an acre. On January 7th, George Bailey transferred all the land 
contracts totaling 1,028 acres to the Gatling Town Site Company of which he was president, 
in return for 8,000 shares of stock. The total amount required to obtain title to all the farms 
would be $160,000 plus interest. The entire property had been secured for less than $200 an 
acre, 

000 

After the purchase of the land was completed, the engineering firm of Ricker & Wing 
moved in to survey the property. Two teams of surveyors and engineers were at work daily 
in spite of bad weather, the men boarding at the hotel in North Evans. Maps of the tract as a 
whole as well as each of the thirty-four farms were made and levels taken every five hundred 
feet. Streets, parks and boulevards were laid out. Section one, nearest the railroad tracks, 
was divided into 45 blocks of 1861 lots, each 33 by 120 fect in size. The factory district, 
including the 20 acre site of the Gatling Steel Plant, was located east of the railroad tracks 


between Idlewood Avenue (now North Creek Road) and the north bank of the Eighteenmile 
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Creek gorge. Another 100 acres more were to be reserved for other factories including a 


shoe factory, a brickyard, a planing mill and a stoneyard. 

The City of Gatling was to be a model industrial town. No liquor was to be sold 
within its limits and every deed was to contain a clause forbidding forever the sale of liquor 
on the premises. Buyers were promised no taxes for two years and "no objectionable 
industries” were to be located within the city. A park was to be made from the woodlot of 
one of the farms. 

Plans were announced for the construction of a hotel to be built before spring on the 
bank of the creek between Idlewood Station and North Evans. It was to cost $10,000, and be 
built in Gothic style with 30 rooms and have all modern conveniences. A lot was donated to 
the Layman's Missionary League of Buffalo for an Episcopal chapel, the League having 
agreed to begin holding services as soon as the building was ready. Mr. J.D. Bostwick from 
Simcoe, Ontario had bought some lots and erected a few cheap houses. The first issue of the 
Gatling Weekly news appeared some time in January, published by the Gatling News 
Company at 473 William Street in Buffalo. The owner, Mr. Work, formerly editor and 
proprietor of the North Tonawanda News intended to move the paper to Gatling "... in due 
time."

In January, George M. Bailey and Dr. Gatling were in Washington, D.C., where they 


sought an appropriation from Congress to pay the expense of manufacturing two guns for 
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experimental purposes. A bill was to be introduced appropriating $100,000 for one 10-inch 
and one 12-inch rifled, high power steel Gatling gun for coast defense. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made to move the Gatling Machine Gun Company from 
Hartford, Connecticut to the new site in Lake View. George Bailey made several trips to 
Hartford and Gatling Company officers came to Buffalo to view the Gatling site. An option 
on the company's shares was purchased. Buffalonians were cautioned not to confuse the two 
Gatling companies, "There ts the Gatling Ordnance Company; capital stock $1,000,000, 
makers of heavy ordnance structural steel, and heavy castings. Their works are now being 
built at Gatling ... there is a Gatling Machine Gun Company at Hartford, Connecticut, makers 
of the rapid-firing field guns. We haven't got them yet but hope to get them.” 

One investor, Colonel Robert C. Wood of New Orleans, who purchased an interest in 
the Gatling Ordnance Company, also bought six lots on the main boulevard when he visited 
the site in February. It was reported that he gave one of the lots to his aunt, Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis, and another to her daughter, Mrs. Hayes of Colorado Springs. They all planned to 
build cottages in the summer and Colonel Wood believed that Mrs. Davis's home there 
would make Gatling a popular place for prominent Southern families "who were getting tired 
of Newport and other expensive fashionable watering places, and would like a home near the 
shores of one of the Northern lakes."

On April 3rd, 1893, work was begun on the Great Gatling Steel Plant. The 


excavation of a large pit, to be used for the casting of heavy guns was begun. A railroad 
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siding running east for a half-mile through the factory district was built. Construction of the 
main furnace building was to begin “as soon as the materials were laid upon the ground." 

In May 1893, one of the largest promotional campaigns in Buffalo's history was 
begun. All the Buffalo papers were carrying advertisements for Gatling. A Gatling machine 
gun was on display in the city. Lots were being sold from the Gatling Town Site Company 
offices at 24 Erie Street "on casy payments to responsible people, at prices from $250 to 
$750 each, less 25 per cent reduction." They were also selling stock in the Gatling Town 
Site Company at $100 per share. 

Near the end of May, the newspaper advertisements began trumpeting 
announcements of a free excursion to the June 3rd dedication ceremonies at Gatling; "ONLY 
NINE DAYS MORE!", "ONE WEEK MORE!", "NEXT SATURDAY - DON'T FORGET", 
"TO - MORROW!","... make arrangements to attend the Dedication Ceremonies at Gatling, 
formerly Idlewood Station. You can do it without expense. All nature is at her loveliest. 
The country is full of wild flowers. The air is pure and laden with the fragrance of many 
orchards in bloom. Gatling is Buffalo's most beautiful suburb, 8 miles southwest from 
Buffalo on the three great trunk lines of railroad. You can live at Gatling and work in 
Buffalo. You can live at Gatling and work at Gatling. There is every convenience now at 
Gatling. Telegraph, telephone, express messenger service, frequent trains, beautiful drives 
along the shore of Lake Erie, pure air, pure water, perfect drainage. Lots sold on weekly or 


monthly payments." 
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The Buffalo Express was particularly vocal in expressing support for Gatling, "... it is 
not the intention of the Company to push the sale of these lots by excursions or flaming 
advertisements ... nothing will be boomed. Nothing will be exaggerated or misrepresented ... 
no Sunday excursions will ever be run." The Erie County Independent, a Hamburg 
newspaper, was a little more skeptical, "... we are down on all this system of booming ... 
remember that certain classes of boomers are schemers. Let our readers be wise and act 
accordingly."

On Saturday, June 3rd, 1893, the dedication ceremonies were held at Gatling. Over 
3,000 free tickets had been distributed at the Gatling Town Site Company offices at 24 Erie 
Street in Buffalo. A special train left the Central Depot on Exchange Street at 10 A.M. with 
ten cars crowded with people. The train was run out on the new siding which extended 
across the Gatling site, Visitors witnessed the firing of 500 rounds of blank cartridges from 
the Gatling gun which had been on display in Buffalo for several weeks previously. The 
shoe factory of the Lehman Company, employing 50 men, was to have been in operation that 
day but apparently never did open even though the machinery had been installed. 

Another inventor, Captain Lina Beecher, was selling stock in his newly formed 
Beecher Single-rail Company. His company was to manufacture and sell a new type of street 
car or railway coach which was designed to run on one rail. He had a wire strung across the 


Eighteen Mile Creek gorge with a small sample car on it. 
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At 11 A.M. George Bailey introduced Dr, Gatling, the inventor of the Gatling 
machine gun, who gave a short address. The corner-stone of the main furnace building was 
then laid. It contained a copper box in which were copies of the previous day's Buffalo 
papers, a list of the officers and stockholders of the Gatling Ordnance Company, some coins, 
a Steel engraving of Dr. Gatling and a printed biography of his life, and a list of officials of 
the state, county and city governments. 

A large tent had been set up midway between Lake View and Idlewood and a free 
lunch of sandwiches, crackers, cheese, hot coffee and lemonade was served at noon to about 
three thousand people by a caterer from New York City. Music was provided by the Buffalo 
Cornet Band. Shortly after lunch, Jere Johnson Jr., a real estate auctioneer from New York 
City and president of the Brooklyn Real Estate Exchange, climbed up into a carriage and 
opened the sale. The first lot was sold for $250. The carriage was then rolled forward to the 
next lot where the bidding continued. The bids came quickly and over 30 lots were sold in 
an hour and a half at an average price of $215 per lot or almost $2400 an acre for farmland 
that had been purchased for as little as $95 an acre only six months before. At two-thirty in 
the afternoon, the crowd was greatly enlarged by the arrival of a second train from Buffalo. 
By 6 o'clock, about 175 lots had been sold. 

The return train to Buffalo comprised 18 well-filled coaches and was said to be the 
longest passenger train ever to arrive in the city. The next day, the Buffalo Express said 


"The Town of Gatling has been placed before the public in all the glory of electric-lights and 
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mechanical effects and those interested say the boom will never die." The Erie County 
Independent merely wished "... success to all honest, meritorious enterprises.” 
000 

After opening day, all the excitement quickly died out. By the end of June, rumors 
had started that the Gatling Ordnance Company was in financial trouble. Little or no 
payments were made on the land contracts and many of the farms remained uncultivated 
during the season, the farmers not knowing whether they owned them or not. Stock in the 
Gatling Town Site Company soon became worthless. In August, it was reported that Walter 
G. Hopkins had obtained a judgement against George Bailey in Superior Court. The Sheriff 
was instructed to attach sufficient of Bailey's property to satisfy the judgement, but reported 
that "he had been unable to find any real or personal property to attach.” 

By September, there had been little change at Gatling. The shoe factory and the 
railroad switch were sold at a sheriff's sale, leaving nothing to mark the site of the city of 
Gatling except the casting pit and a granary used occasionally as an office. In December, the 
Industrial Land Company, successor to the Gatling Town Site Company, began buying up old 
claims for land and labor. They promised to go slower and on a more solid footing and 
encouraging results were promised for the following season. 

000 
The Gatling land boom left a bitter memory with Buffalonians for many years. 


Today, however, few remember and little evidence remains. The train station at Gatling, 
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which soon reverted to its previous name of Idlewood, no longer exists. The shoe factory 
building soon after was sold to George Heath of North Evans who tore it down and used the 
lumber to make a house for his berry pickers. Later, he tore that building down and used the 
lumber again for an addition to his home. 

In 1895, one section of the property was sold to the Queen City Cycle Company 
which built and operated a large bicycle factory until early in the next century when the 
cycling craze died out. Most of the property eventually reverted to its original owners after 
they returned the deposit that they had been paid. George Bailey, the Gatling Town Site 
Company and the Industrial Land Company did not completely divest themselves of their 
interest in all the property until 1900. 

The great pit for cooling the huge castings could be seen until 1942 when the 
Pennsylvania Railroad removed all the soil around it for fill during the construction of the 
new railroad bridge over Eighteenmile Creek. Burke Road, one of the streets laid out by the 


surveyors during the winter of 1893, is still in use today.

Natural beauty wasn't the only reason for choosing the Idlewood site. Proximity 
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to the Eighteenmile Creek gorge was also cited as one of the primary reasons for 
selecting the Hamburg site. In order to cast guns of immense size, it would be necessary 
to build a mold. The one to be constructed at Gatling was to be 20 feet in diameter and 
75 feet deep. The neighboring ravine would be connected with the bottom of the mold 
and used as a natural drain. 

The superior rail and water facilities of the site were also described. Coal, 
lumber and Lake Superior iron were said to be much cheaper than anywhere else where 
the other necessary conditions existed. It was proposed to widen and deepen the creek to 
allow lake traffic to reach the plant. Proximity to natural gas was another advantage of 
the Idlewood site. A gas well had recently been drilled at Wanakah less than a mile away 
and another was to be started on the Gatling Ordnance Com within ea : 
days.

Soon after the directors of the Gatling Ordnance Company had accepted the site 
at Idlewood, George M. Bailey, who had brought the Gatling directors to Buffalo, 
organized the Gatling Town Site Company and set about in secret to purchase the land 
surrounding the site of the steel plant. A map was made of the area with the names of 
each owner and the size of his farm, and Daniel Mcintosh, Dr. George Abbott of 
Hamburg, Charles Roberts and N.B. Wood of Angola, John Kinney, assessor of the Town 
of North Evans, and Fayette Read, justice of the peace of North Evans, were enlisted to 


negotiate with the owners of more than thirty farms. Their objective was to secure a 
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solid block of property nearly two square miles in area and to purchase it at its current 
farm value. 5 
By December, contracts had been filed with the Erie County Clerk for the 
purchase of all the land between Lake View Road and the Eighteenmile Creek gorge on 
both sides of the current Conrail and Norfolk and Western tracks and extending eastward 
toward the Village of Hamburg for a distance of three miles. The contracts provided for 
a cash down payment, usually $50, with a further payment to be made upon delivery of 
the deed and the balance due by mortgage payable in two to five years. Some of the 
farms were purchased for prices as low as $95 an acre. On January 7th, George Bailey 
transferred all the land contracts totaling 1,028 acres to the Gatling Town Site Company,

in return for 8,000 fully paid shares of stock. The total amount required to obtain title to 
all the farms would be $160,000 plus interest. The entire property had been secured for 
less than $200 an acre.

After the purchase of the land was completed, the engineering firm of Ricker & 
Wing moved in to survey the property. Two teams of surveyors and engineers were at 
work daily in spite of bad weather, the men boarding at the hotel in North Evans. Maps 
of the tract as a whole as well as each of the thirty-four farms were made and levels taken 
every five hundred feet. Streets, parks and boulevards were laid out. Section one, 
nearest the railroad tracks, was divided into 45 blocks of 1861 lots, each 33 by 120 feet 


in size, The factory district, including the 20 acre site of the Gatling Steel Plant, was i 
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located east of the railroad tracks between Idlewood Avenue (now North Creek Road) 
and the north bank of the Eighteenmile Creek gorge. Another 100 acres more were to be 
reserved for other factories including a shoe factory, a brickyard, a planing mill and a 
stoneyard. 

The City of Gatling was to be a model industrial town. No liquor was to be sold 
within its limits and every deed was to contain a clause forbidding forever the sale of 


liquor on the premises. Buyers were promised no taxes for two years and "no /

In May 1893, one of the largest promotional campaigns in Buffalo's history was 
begun.

The Gatling land boom left a bitter memory with Buffalonians for many years. 
Today, however, few remember and little evidence remains. The train station at Gatling, 
which soon reverted to its previous name of Idlewood, no longer exists. The shoe factory 
building soon after was sold to George Heath of North Evans who tore it down and used 
the lumber to make a house for his berry pickers, Later, he tore that building down and 
used the lumber again for an addition to his home. if 









In 1895, one section of the property was sold to the Queen City Cyc 
which built and operated a large bicycle factory until early in the next century when the 
cycling craze died out. Most of the property eventually reverted to its original owners 
after they returned the deposit that they had been paid. George Bailey, the Gatling Town 
Site Company and the Industrial Land Company did not completely divest themselves of | 
their interest in all the property until 1900. il 

The great pit for cooling the huge castings could be seen until 1942 when the 
Pennsylvania Railroad removed all the soil around it for fill during the construction of 
the new railroad bridge over Eighteenmile Creek. Burke Road, one of the streets laid

GATLING IS LAUNCHED 

The New Togn Was Dedicated Formally Yesterday. 

A Cornerstone Laid. 


Dr. Gatling Tells a Throng what the plans of the New Ordnance 
Company Are - Building-lots Sold at Auction at Good Prices. 


Yesterday marked an important event in the industrial 
history of this part of the State. It will long be remembered 
as the day on which the new town of Gatling was dedicated and 
the corner-stone of the Gatling Ordnance Company's works was 
laid. After careful preparations and the outlay of much money, 
an opportunity was given to the citizens of Buffalo to 
investigate the real condition of affairs at Gatling and see 
for themselves what a little enterprise can accomplish when 
well directed. 


The Gatling Town-site Company had two special trains run out 
to the new town and provided transportation to all who wished 
to go. A large tent had been erected on the highest part of 
the new town, and Caterer Weeks of New York and his assistants 
fed about 3,000 people. The first train left Buffalo at 10 
o'clock and consisted of 10 cars, all of which were crowded. 
The second train, which left the city at 1.30 o'clock, was made 
up of nine cars. Although the day was extremely hot and the 
sun made many a man's head dizzy with its fierce rays, still 
the immense crowd was jolly, good-natured and, what is more, 
very well pleased with all it saw and heard in Gatling. 


The site of the proposed town is well chosen and commands a 
fine view of all the surrounding country.

The hamlet of Idlewood can be seen 
nestled among the trees about two miles as the crow flies, from 
Gatling, and the natural beauties and picturesqueness of 
Eighteen-mile Creek are some of the attractions which make this 
place so popular as a summer resort. It was on account of the 
deep ravine and the stream of water at the bottom that the 
Gatling Ordnance Company decided to erect its plant there for 
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the manufacture of heavy ordnance. In order to cast guns of 
immense size it is necessary that a mold should be built, and 
as the one in process of construction at Gatling is intended to 
be 75 feet deep and 20 feet in diameter, the neighboring ravine 
is used as the natural drain, and is connected with the bottom 
of the mold. 


At 11 o'clock Dr. Gatling delivered a brief address in which 
he outlined the plans of the ordnance company for the coming 
summer. The corner-stone of the main furnace building was then 
laid. It contained a copper box in which were the list of 
officers and stockholders of the company, copies of yesterday's 
Buffalo papers, coins, a steel engraving of Dr. Gatling and a 
printed biographical sketch of his life and a list of the 
officers of the State, county and city governments. At noon 
lunch was served in the big tent and the people pushed and 
shoved one another and devoured the refreshments provided with 
an appetite sharpened by the hot sun and pure country air. 


Immediately after the luncheon Jere Johnson, Jr., the real- 
estate auctioneer of New York, climbed up into a carriage and 
opened the sale. The first lot was bought by Mrs. Sarah 
Shannon of No. 212 Landon Street for $215. The bids came in 
fast and furious and over 30 lots had been sold in 1 1/5 hours 
at an average price of $215 a lot. At 2.30 o'clock the crowd 
was greatly enlarged by the arrival of the second train from 
Buffalo. The lots were auctioned off one at a time and 
considerable rivalry and enthusiasm were manifested. 


The lots on 8th Avenue, which is to be the business street, 
sold as high as $365 and none of them fell below $300. At 6 
e*clock about 175 lots had been knocked down by Mr. Johnson, 
the average price being $215. No lot fell below $200. 


A great many lots were disposed of in the office of the 
company. One lucky young real-estate man of this city bought 
two lots on Idlewood Avenue for $250 apiece at the commencement 
of the sale and re-sold the lots for $400 each during the 
afternoon. Mr. George M. Bailey told an Express reporter that 
he thought about 150 lots had been sold. 


"The success of the sale has far exceeded my most sanguine 
expectations,” said Mr. Bailey. "We have received as first 
payments of lots sold over $5,000 today in cash and a great 
many of the buyers were unable to make that first deposit on 
the spot.”

All the real-estate men who visited Gatling yesterday 
predict that the town will contain 5,000 people in two years.

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On Saturday, June 3rd, 1893, Dr. Richard J. Gatling, the inventor of the Gatling 
machine gun, laid the cornerstone of the great Gatling Steel Plant beside Eightcenmile 
Creek in the Town of Hamburg. The new plant was to employ a thousand men in the 
production of heavy steel guns using a new casting process invented by Dr. Gatling. 
Surrounding the plant site were the neatly laid out streets and numbered lots of the future 
model industrial city of Gatling, New York. Over three thousand people attending the 
dedication ceremonies listened as Dr. Gatling predicted that the city of Buffalo would 
reach a population of one million and Gatling would become a thriving manufacturing 
suburb that could avail itself of the great electric power from Niagara Falls. 

A few months earlier, in November 1892, George M. Bailey, a former reporter and 
city editor for the Buffalo Express, and a group of New York City investors organized the 
Gatling Ordnance Company. The company was to manufacture heavy ordnance for coast 
defense and naval purposes. Guns of six to twelve inches caliber would be made under 
patents held by Richard Gatling. The Gatling process used a method that allowed the guns to 
be made in one casting, rather than put together in sections and bound with hoops. 

On November 6, the Board of Directors of the Gatling Ordnance Company met in 
their offices at 63 Wall Street in New York City to decide upon a location for their steel 
works, Sites at Philadelphia, Duluth and Marion, Indiana, where natural gas was to be 
supplied free of cost, were rejected in favor of the site near Idlewood Station in the Town of 
Hamburg, New York. 

Idlewood Station was located just south of Lake View where the Pennsylvania 


Railroad crossed the present North Creek Road. According to the Buffalo Express, "The site

of the proposed town is well chosen and commands a fine view of all the surrounding 
country. The town is cut in two by Eighteen-mile Creek, a lively, sparkling stream which 
flows through a kind of canyon with precipitous sides of solid rock about 100 feet high. The 
hamlet of Idlewood can be seen nestled among the trees about 2 miles as the crow flies, from 
Gatling, and the natural beauties and picturesqueness of Eighteen-mile Creek are some of the 
attractions which make this place so popular as a summer resort.”' 

Natural beauty wasn't the only reason for choosing the Idlewood site. Proximity to 
the Eighteenmile Creek gorge was also cited as one of the primary reasons for selecting the 
Hamburg site, In order to cast guns of immense size, it would be necessary to build a mold. 
The one to be constructed at Gatling was to be 20 feet in diameter and 75 feet deep. The 
neighboring ravine would be connected with the bottom of the mold and used as a natural 
drain. 

The superior rail and water facilities of the site were also described. Coal, lumber 
and Lake Superior iron were said to be much cheaper than anywhere else where the other 
necessary conditions existed. It was proposed to widen and deepen the creek to allow lake 
traffic to reach the plant. Proximity to natural gas was another advantage of the Idlewood 
site. A gas well had recently been drilled at Wanakah less than a mile away and another was 
to be started on the Gatling Ordnance Company property within 30 days. 

Soon after the directors of the Gatling Ordnance Company had accepted the site at 
Idlewood, George M. Bailey, who had brought the Gatling directors to Buffalo, organized the 


Gatling Town Site Company and set about in secret to purchase the land surrounding the site 
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of the steel plant. A map was made of the area with the names of each owner and the size of 
his farm, and Daniel McIntosh, Dr. George Abbott of Hamburg, Charles Roberts and N.B. 
Wood of Angola, John Kinney, assessor of the Town of North Evans, and Fayette Read, 
justice of the peace of North Evans, were enlisted to negotiate with the owners of more than 
thirty farms. Their objective was to secure a solid block of property nearly two square miles 
in area and to purchase it at its current farm value. 

By December, contracts had been filed with the Erie County Clerk for the purchase of 
all the land between Lake View Road and the Eighteenmile Creek gorge on both sides of the 
current Conrail and Norfolk and Western tracks and extending eastward toward the Village 
of Hamburg for a distance of three miles. The contracts provided for a cash down payment, 
usually $50, with a further payment to be made upon delivery of the deed and the balance 
due by mortgage payable in two to five years. Some of the farms were purchased for prices 
as low as $95 an acre. On January 7th, George Bailey transferred all the land contracts 
totaling 1,028 acres to the Gatling Town Site Company of which he was president, in return 
for 8,000 shares of stock. The total amount required to obtain title to all the farms would be 
$160,000 plus interest. The entire property had been secured for less than $200 an acre. 

After the purchase of the land was completed, the engineering firm of Ricker & Wing 
moved in to survey the property. Two teams of surveyors and engineers were at work daily 
in spite of bad weather, the men boarding at the hotel in North Evans. Maps of the tract as a 
whole as well as each of the thirty-four farms were made and levels taken every five hundred 


feet. Streets, parks and boulevards were laid out. Section one, nearest the railroad tracks,

Plans were announced for the construction of a hotel to be built before spring on the 
bank of the creek between Idlewood Station and North Evans. It was to cost $10,000, and be 
built in Gothic style with 30 rooms and have all modern conveniences. A lot was donated to 
the Layman's Missionary League of Buffalo for an Episcopal chapel, the League having 
agreed to begin holding services as soon as the building was ready. Mr. J. D. Bostwick from 
Simcoe, Ontario had bought some lots and erected a few cheap houses. The first issue of the 
Gatling Weckly news appeared some time in January, published by the Gatling News 
Company at 473 William Street in Buffalo. The owner, Mr. Work, formerly editor and 
proprietor of the North Tonawanda News intended to move the paper to Gatling "... in due

An option 
on the company’s shares was purchased. Buffalonians were cautioned not to confuse the two 
Gatling companies, “There is the Gatling Ordnance Company, capital stock $1,000,000; 
makers of heavy ordnance structural steel, and heavy castings. Their works are now being 
built at Gatling ... there is a Gatling Machine Gun Company at Hartford, Connecticut, makers 
of the rapid-firing field guns.

Music was provided by the Buffalo 
Cornet Band. Shortly after lunch, Jere Johnson Jr., a real estate auctioneer from New York 
City and president of the Brooklyn Real Estate Exchange, climbed up into a carriage and 
opened the sale. The first lot was sold for $250. The carriage was then rolled forward to the 
next lot where the bidding continued. The bids came quickly and over 30 lots were sold in 
an hour and a half at an average price of $215 per lot or almost $2400 an acre for farmland 
that had been purchased for as little as $95 an acre only six months before. At two-thirty in 
the afternoon, the crowd was greatly enlarged by the arrival of a second train from Buffalo. 
By 6 o'clock, about 175 lots had been sold. 

The return train to Buffalo comprised 18 well-filled coaches and was said to be the 
longest passenger train ever to arrive in the city. The next day, the Buffalo Express said "The 
Town of Gatling has been placed before the public in all the glory of electric-lights and 


mechanical effects and those interested say the boom will never die."'' The Erie County

In December, the 
Industrial Land Company, successor to the Gatling Town Site Company, began buying up old 
claims for land and labor. They promised to go slower and on a more solid footing and 
encouraging results were promised for the following season. 

The Gatling land boom left a bitter memory with Buffalonians for many years. 
Today, however, few remember and little evidence remains, The train station at Gatling, 
which soon reverted to its previous name of Idlewood, no longer exists. The shoe factory 
building soon after was sold to George Heath of North Evans who tore it down and used the 
lumber to make a house for his berry pickers. Later, he tore that building down and used the 


lumber again for an addition to his home. 
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In 1895, one section of the property was sold to the Queen City Cycle Company 
which built and operated a large bicycle factory until early in the next century when the 
cycling craze died out. Most of the property eventually reverted to its original owners after 
they returned the deposit that they had been paid. George Bailey, the Gatling Town Site 
Company and the Industrial Land Company did not completely divest themselves of their 
interest in all the property until 1900.

Shown is the Queen City Bicycle Company factory in Lake View 
around 1900. The building had been erected by the Gatling 
Ordnance Company in 1893 but was never used by them; Queen 
City took over the facility in 1896. The Gatling site was 
bounded by the railroads to the west, Lake View Road to the 
north, Versailles Road to the east, and Eighteen Mile Creek to 
the south. The train shown crossing the trestle was probably 
on the line known in later years as the "Nickel Plate." 


Richard J. Gatling (1818 - 1903) had gained a reputation as the 
inventor of the "Gatling" gun, a rotating-barrel "machine" gun 
which first appeared about the time of the Civil War; "Gatling" 
guns were made under license by the Colt Company in Hartford, 
Connecticut. Gatling had also developed a process for making 
ordnance out of cast steel, and in early 1893 proposed to build 
a factory in Lake View to utilize the cast-steel technique; 
during six months of intense real estate speculation, farms 
were sold, streets were laid out (Burke Road was one of the, 
and remains in use today,) and stock in the Gatling Town Site 
Company was sold. By the end of the 1893, Gatling canceled 
their plans for the new factory, the stock in the Town Site 
Company became essentially worthless, and most of the farms 
reverted to their previous owners (after they returned the 
deposit Gatling had paid them for their land).

The Great Gatling Boom 


In November 1892, George M. Bailey of the Bailey Land 
Investment Co., 24 Erie Street, Buffalo, got in touch with a 
group of New York City men who organized the Gatling Ordnance 
Co. of 59 Wall Street and they decided to promote a large 
foundry employing 1,000 men at Idlewood Station on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in the town of Hamburg. The Gatling 
people capitalized at $1,000,000 and then Mr. Bailey organized 
the Gatling Town Site Co. at $1,000,000 to handle the real 
estate. 

The matter was kept secret until January 1893, when they 
sent Mr. Daniel McIntosh to buy the land. His aides were Dr. 
George Abbott of Hamburg, Charles Roberts and N.B. Wood of 
Angola, John Kinney who was an assessor and Fayette Read, a 
justice of the peace, both from North Evans. Mr. Bailey took a 
position in a farm house to furnish funds and to be as useful 
as possible and as a result within 4 days contracts were filed 
with the Erie County Clerk for the purchase of all the land 
between the 18 Mile Creek, the Lake View Road and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. There were 34 farms with a total of 
1,200 acres. 

Immediately they began a huge promotion program covering all 
Western New York. They even published their newspaper "The 
Gatling Weekly News". They were selling three things, stock in 
the Gatling Co., stock in the Town Site Co., and building lots. 

The climax came on Saturday, 3 June 1893 when they planned a 
big gala day. Dr. Gatling laid the corner stone of the great 
Gatling Steel Plant. They had a big tent holding 1,000 people 
for serving luncheon, special trains were run from Buffalo and 
at 1 P.M. the auction of building lots conducted by Mr. Jere 
Johnson Jr., president of the Brooklyn Real Estate Exchange. 
As this was 67 years ago not many remember it, but Bob Hocking 
remembers seeing them play the old shell game and Frank Frost 
remembered hearing the cannon shots from his home in North 
Evans. There was another speculator there. He was selling 
stock in a one-rail-road. He had a wire strung from the North 
Creek road to the high banks of 18 Mile Creek with a small 
sample car on it. 

Before this the Town Site people had surveyed all the land 
between the Versailles Road and the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
between the 18 Mile Creek and Lake View Road. There were 44 
blocks with 1861 lots each 33 x 120 and priced at $250 to $750 
each. One of the streets laid out was Burke Avenue which is 
still in use. All that the Gatlings had spent was for digging 


a huge pit which they said was for cooling the big casting they 
would make. This hole could be seen until 1942 when the 
Pennsylvania Railroad took all the soil around it for fill on 
their bridge job. By this time a Mr. J.D. Bostwick of Simcoe, 
Ontario, who had bought a number of lots had already erected a 
few cheap houses. There was also a large saloon on North Creek 
Road completed and a shoe factory built by N. Lehman Co., which 
was supposed to be in operation 3 June 1893, had machinery in 
it, but it was never opened. Later George Heath of North Evans 
bought the building and used the lumber to make a house for his 
berry pickers. About 1950 he tore this building down and used 
the lumber again in the addition to his home. 

After the big day both Companies faded into thin air. The 
farmers soon got their farms back by returning the deposit that 
had been made on them. Seems the contracts were written that 
way. John Heil was the only exception. He insisted on going 
over to the Bank of Hamburg to have them approve it before he 
would sign it. As a result he was the only one who was able to 
keep the $1,000 down payment and get his farm back. 

In the meantime other speculators had come into the market 
and bought many nearby farms. The 200 acre Byron or Heath farm 
was sold to a Mr. Lincoln who surveyed it into 378 building 
lots. James Frost sold his 100 acre farm in 1892 to John 
William Prouse who sold a few lots and laid out Pleasant 
Avenue, North Evans which is still in use. Mr. Frost got his 
farm back in 1896. Many pieces of property changed hands many 
times, but in a short time conditions were back to normal and 
the Great Gatling Boom was over.
